"My last Interview with the late Senor 
Canovas," said Carlisle, "was during 
the week before he was assassinated, 
and at tin* hotel which ivas the scene 
of the tragedy. 
He requested me to 
call. 
While I was waiting at the offict 
ol tin* hotel S e n o r Canovas entered the 
room and was immediately surrounded 
by half a dozen gentlemen, amid whom 
he stood talking on Cuban matters.

inquired as to who these

The scene was en ­ 
tirely informal, quite American, in fact. 
One could easily see how a man so ap­ 
proachable as Senor Canovas could lie 
assassinated without much difficulty.

"Senor Canovas appeared to fce in 
excellent health anil spirits, though of 
course he was no longer a young man 
H e told me that he was satisfied that 
the progress of tiie war In Cuba this 
summer had been all that could be ex 
petted In the wet season, and that he 
believed conditions would be much bet­ 
ter in the autumn. 
He spoke feelingly 
of the suffering in Cuba, which he con­ 
sidered and described as unavoidably 
incidential to a state of war, and he 
expressed the warmest hope that the 
necessity for suffering would soon cease. 
The condition of public sentiment in the 
United States was a matter as to which 
he made particular inquiry. 
1 assured 
him that the country was not so partial 
to the insurgent movement as might he in­ 
ferí ed 
from some of the nevvspaoers 
and from the reports of congressional 
debates.” 
Carlisle believes the effect of 
tne assassination of Canovas will lie t> 
unite more closely the various sections 
of the Conservative party in Spain, 
Cu rlin tH N o t L i k e l y to Rise.

The Re union of the Soldie rs a nd Sa il­ 
ors of the Northwe s t a t Ste rling 
Clos e d Ye s te rda y . 


Y« *sterday at Sterling closed one of 
the mo.*-1 interesting and .satisfactory 
reunions held in the northwest since 
the close of the war. 
Five hundred 
and thirty -one old veterans 
placed 
their names on the roster. 
T h re e hun­ 
dred and fifty of these followed the 
battle-rent Hag of the filth Illinois to 
the inspiring strains of m artial music 
in the parade of y esterday afternoon. 
The line of march was through the 
principal streets of the city from the 
G. A. K. hail to Central park. 
Here, 
under the shadow of the beautiful col­ 
umn raised in honor of their valliant 
departed comrades, the soldiers were 
addressed by Congressman George W. 
Prince in an eloq uent and most patri­ 
otic address. 
T h e seed thought of the 
i speaker was that the volunteer soldiers 
of ’ill were the direct descend ants of the 
Revolutionary fathers of ’7(5. through 
the Spirit of Patriotism which ani­ 
mated both alike. 
Ilis speech was 
such as to give the large audience to 
whom it was addressed a more ex alted 
idea of our great nation and its possi­ 
bilities and a true r conception of its 
duties and responsibilities among the 
nations of the earth. 
It was a fitting 
discourse with which to conclude a re­ 
union which was remarkable through­ 
out for the tone of serious, 
sober 
thought which characterized many of 
the speeches as well as for the spirit of 
jovial good humor which is alway s 
manifest at gat herings of this charac­ 
ter.
